•iVle,  fist  the  milker  committee.  If  sho 
kick*,  jerk  her  dpwu  ou  her  left  side,  aud 
ihold  her  down  a  few  minutes.  Then  let  her 
wap  and  try  again.  She  can  raise  her  foot 
three  or  four  inches,  but  if  she  lifts  her

The  cows  soon  team 
what  the  strap  is  for,  and  will  staad  still  if 
it  is  tied  ou.  I  uever  knew  a  cow  to  lie  in- 
j  tired  in  the  least  by  laying  her  down.
